Enight’s Opinion Surprise. 

It has been the general opinion of ex- 
perts since the -utland fight that the 
value of the battle cruiser has been over- 
estimated.

I do not care to write about this part 
of the fighting.

From one of the dugouts 
came a German offer. He had a wild 
light in his eyes and carried a great ax. 

“I surrender,”’ he said in good Eng- 
‘ish, and in broad Scotch the sergeant

inz it would be a good and wise thing to 
drop his ehopper first, but the German 
officer swung it high and it came like a 
flash past the sergeant’s head. Like a 
flash also the bayonet did its work. 


„Fight Like Cavemen. 

While the men were cleaning up the 
dugouts in the first line trenches other 
men pressed on and stormed into 
Longueva! village. In one broken build- 
ing there were six Germans firing 
through holes in the walls. It was a 
strong mdoubt sweeping the ground 
which had once been a roadway and 
now was a shambles. Scottish soldiers 
rushed the place and flung bombs into 
it until there was no more swish of 
bullets, but only a, rising of smoke 
clouds and black dust. 

Longueval was a heap of charred 
bricks above the ground, but there was 
still trouble below ground before it 
was firmly taken. There are many 
cellars in which the Germans fought 
like wolves at bay, and down in the 
darkness of these places men fought 
savagely, seeing only the glint of each 
other’s eyes and feeling for each oth- 
er's throate unless tere were stil! 
bombs handy to make a quicker ending. 

It was primitive warfare; cavemen 
fought like that in such darkness, 
though not with bombe, which belong to 
our age.

Later in the day there comes down a 
long column of the men not carrying 
stretchers but marching shoulder to 
shoulder under armed escort.

Sing Sing, N. V., July 16.—Thomas Mott 
Osborne wag welcomed by the convicts 
here today upon his return to the prison 
as warden. Mr. Osborne, who resigned 
six months ago as warden when he was 
indicted on charges growing out of his 


methods of conducting affairs at Sing 
| Sing, made a brief address to the men, 


who cheered him several minutes. 

He praised the convicts for “ sticking 
together in the Mutual Welfare league 
which he organized for their betterment. 
He also spoke of the men wiho had made 
good since leaving the prison, saying that 
out of twenty-five only two had failed to 
keep the promises made to him. 


Flags Decorate Buildings. 

The prison buildings had been deco- 
rated with American flags and bunting. 
Many persons from the village of Ossining 
and the surrounding country joined with 
the convicts in welcoming Mr. Osborne 
after his vindication by the courts. 
Among the most enthusiastic guests at 
the reception to Warden Osborne were 
forty-one former convicts who now are 
earning an honest living. ‘They compose 
the outside branch of the Mutual Wel- 
fare league, and came here in a body from 
New York. Several of them were accom- 
panied by their wives and mothers.

BRANDEIS WINS 


| Factions for Relief 
Work, Belief. 


New York, July 16.—[Special.]—Su- 
preme Court Justice Louis D. Brandeis 
found many opponents among the 200 | 
Jewish delegates to the conference at 


floor to urge them to join the congress or- 
ganization society which he represented. 

These delegates, representing 2,000,000 
Jews and called together by twenty-six 
national organizations, headed by the 
American Jewish committee, did not 
take kindly at first to Mr. Brandeis’ in- 
vitation. There was much wrangling. 

One of them was accused of lecturing 
Justice Brandeis and another, ex-vudge 
Mayer Sulzberger of Philadelphia, in 
which city the society was fost „ got 
up and left the conference in anger. 


Zionism Proves Obstacle, 

One serious obstacle in the way of com- 
plete harmony, it was said, was the fact 
that Justice Brandeis and his associates 
virtually had been committed to thé Zion- 
ist _ movement, and had made Zionism 
one of the problems to come before the 
congress. Justice Brandeis aeserted 
that he and his associates were power- 
less to amend the action of their com- 
mittee, taken in Philadelphia last March. 

They finally adopted a resolution, how- 
ever, calling for a congress of Jews to 
take steps to relieve the conditions of the 
Jews in the war stricken countries of Eu- 


ligious rights for them after the war. In 
taking this action they did what the 
Philadelphia conference did many weeks 
ago. and they prepared the way for ulti- 
mate harmony, it was thought, between 
the two factions, which now are expected 
to unite in the ane of one great con- 
gress. 


Judge Pam States Case. 
“The Philadelphia. conference,” de- 
clared Judge Hugo Pam of Chicago, met 
to establish before the world the fact 
that the unity of the Jewish people is 
one and can never be deviated from.

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THE FRENCH. 

July 14, liberty day in France, the French per- 
@itted a touch of pageantry to decorate the reality 
of war. They paraded some of the troops through 
the streets of Paris with flowers on cannon and 
colors. A brief cabled description of the emo- 
tional response of the eity on the day of French 
liberty to the present defenders of it could thrill 
even the unimazinative. 

The French have reached a dignity of heroism, 
gacrifice, and service which is majestic. A memora- 
ble incident in American history was when the army 
of this republic, its work done and the republic 
Saved, marched in Pennsylvania avenue to be re- 
viewed. It had proved devotion. It showed scars 
and wear. Its disciplined men had made plain the 
ability of the nation to sustain itself, and they were 
the living proof of it A republic was embodied. 
Its spirit had form: 

The motion which held the spectators along 
Pennsylvania avenue was the emotion along the 
Paris boulevards wlien the blue of the French regi- 
ments filled them, more poignant in Paris but the 
same. Pennsylvania avenue saw the men who had 
"survived the accomplishment of the work that had 
to be done: Paris saw the men who must still ac- 
complish it, if it can be done. The men who 
marched in Pennsylvania avenue were on their way 
to civil life; the men who marched in the Paris 
boulevards have the issue of war between them and 
their homes. 

The uncer tainty Leads they face does not change 
the fact that they present, as the army of this repub- 
lic presented, the willingness of- free men to devote 
themselves without reservation or condition to the 
needs of what they hold higher than themselves. 

Above the gross facts of war arises this exalta- 
tion, and character is made, as frequently it must 
be made, by sacrifice. N where is there greater 
detestation of this war than there is in France, but 


the chivalrous, brave, intelligent, kindly French | 


people have proved, if any proof were needed, that 
they have the courage to meet their fate. If France 
be saved it will be because in the French there was 
the belief that France was worth any sacrifice to 
gave. It will be because the nationalism of the 
French is a sacrament. ' 

The democracy of France was hem l and in 
greater agony than ours. It has been subjected to 
more perils, and thnough the devotion of its people 
it has survived them, and France today in the 
greatness of its patriotism and the courage of its 
people offers to the United States an ideal even 
as the new United States once held out to France 
the prospect of & pebple freeing and governing them- 
aélves as a possibility for their own unhappy lives. 

German devotion to state we can understand and 
admire, but it finds causes and has sources which 
will not be found in our life. The German state 
has a personality, and the American state has only 
@ symbol. It is rather a democracy like France, 
with nothing personally more inspiring than the 
quite uninspiring Poincaré, which must offer the 
model for a republic's es

RECRUITING FALLS FLAT. 

Most of the ofganizations ot our armed citizenry 

are considerably below war strength, though the 
‘rderhas gone forth to recruit them full. Unfortu- 
nately the system of compulsory volunteering or 
voluntary compulsion which Mr. Wilson relies upon 
is not working. Some thirty thousand men are in 
Texas and New Mexico doing their bit, -but that 
fact is not inspiring any rush of men to help carry 
the common burden. 

There is nothing new in this. The volunteer 
system has always worked that way when volunteers 
Were most needed. Only the doctrinaire and the 
shirk should be found among its defenders. The 
sense of justice and the intelligent public spirit of 
the American people should make an end of an un- 
just and inefficient system. We need universal train- 
ing and service and we need it now.

THE SHOCK OF PEACE. 

The shock of peace in Europe is still in store 
Yor Americans and it is probable that it will be as 
great a shock morally as the fact of war, as the 
Sinking of the Lusitania, and as the invasion of Bel- 
Mum. For the nations in making peace are certain 
to make it with reference to their own interests 
and not with reference to the professed righteous- 
ness of their respective causes. 

Winners, it is almost certain, will be from both 
sides. It would not be surprising if the winners 
should turn out to be Germany, England, Russia, 
and Japan, and the losers France, „Austria, Italy, 
Serbia, Belgium, Bulgaria, and Turkey. Perhaps 
it will be some other combination. Peace, in short, 
will establish the fact that self interest rather than 
ideal r 
of the war. |

CRIMINAL ADMINISTRATION. 
In the sensational Orpet trial which has just closed 
we have exhibited in a striking degree some of the

One of these is suggested in the term prosecution. 


The process which begins when a crime is charged is 
not investigation. 
be an investigation and becomes a prosecution, and 
in many cases this term is synonymous with perse- 
cution. In the case referred to the prosecuting offi- 
cials early developed a fixed theory of guilt, and to 
establish that theory, rather than/ to establish the 
truth, apparently became, as it frequently if not 


policeman is always convinced of the guilt of a 
prisoner or a suspect. But the same professional 
bias exists among prosecuting officers in many cases. 

Now, the laterest of the state is quite as much in 
the establishment of innocence as in the establish- 
ment of guilt, and the industry and geal of the 
agents it employs to serve its interests, not their 
ambitions, should be directed to thorough, scientific, 
yet free and unbiased investigation and to the fair 
presentment of evidence. Criminal trials should not 
be mere duels between lawyers. 

Unfortunately, under our elective system, more 
than under any foreign system, there is a special 
temptation to earn the laurels of dramatic and 
successful pursuit of the evildoer. A prosecutor 
who merely establishes a suicide_performs a com- 
paratively uninteresting function; whereas if he can 
run down a murderer he presents himself as the hero 
of a drama which appeals to us all. 

Our system of criminal inquiry, and that is what 
our criminal cases should be from beginning to end, 
is both inefficient and unjust. We need a system 


| which will encourage the scientific professional and 


discourage the politician and romantic actor. Our 


present political system does not favor this. 

We need also a judicial system which will increase 
the power and-the disposition of the judge to pre- 
vent the bullying of witnesses and the foolish rami- 
fications of exploring interrogation, aud enable him 
to keep the course of a trial within the bounds of 
relevance and good sense. This is achieved in other 
countries where criminals are more often caught and 
punished than in our own. : 


THE RACIAL SPLIT IN CANADA. 

Tne bilingual trouble from which Canada has suf - 
fered for more than two years has reached an acute 
stage and the dominion is threatened with a new po- 
litical alignment on racial lines. French-Canadians 
in Ontario demanded that instruction should be 
mulntained in the French language for their chil- 
dien. Although Sir Wilfred Laurier admitted that 
the demand had no legal or constitutional right be- 
hind it, it was granted by the provincial authorities. 
Piesently the English pupils and their parents com- 
plained that instruction in English in such schools 

was subordinated and that the education was there · 
pe inadequate. 

The Ontario legislature interfered and a bitter 
fight began. . In some cities schools were closed for 
lack of pupils, and parents refused to pay their 
taxes. Boycotts were threatened and even more 
serious reprisals talked of. Manitoba abrogated the 
educational rights guaranteed to French-Canadians 
and the provinces of the west began to line up 
against Quebec, whence all the trouble originated. 

Then the French in that province took strong ac- 
tion. The liberal party in the, legislature appro 
priated public funds to secure the educational rights 
of the French in Ontario, This occasioned a party 
split, but the appropriation was overwhelmingly in- 
dorsed at an election. This has been accepted by 
the remainder of the dominion as a challenge to open 
the racial battle. 

The French-Canadian ministers in Borden’s cab- 
inet supported his plan to leave each province free 
to settle its educational problems, but French- 
Canadian conservatives have deserted him. On the 
other hand Laurier has won the westen liberals and 
lost in Ontario. Another thing which adds to the 
resentment of English-Canadians is the small num- 
ber of French enlistments for the European war. 

Both leaders of political thought are confronted 
with divided followings. The Freneh nationalists 
have succeeded in discouraging enlistments for the 
army. Canada is passing through dark days and 
the hardest of her troubles to bear must be divided

Dixon of the Pennsylvania wann depart- 
ment.

1. The isolation and screening of All 
persons known to have the disease or sus- 
pected of having the disease. The isola- 
tion périod proposed is three weeks. The 
reason for isolating suspects is that pa- 
ralysis does not develop until from two 

to six days after the disease has started 
pa it may not appear at all. Therefore, 
in times of epidemic, every child who gets 
sick should be held under suspicion until 
the cause of the sickness is definitely 
known, In order to make a diagnosis 
it may be necessary to examine the blood 
(in the very early stages) or the spinal 
fluid (in the early stages). The three week

mum, The virus has been found in the 
nose secretion three months after the 
disease started.

ADVICE ABOUT BABY. 

Mra. W. C. H. writes: Will you be so 
kind as to help me out a little, as this is 
our first baby, we are so often at a loss 
to know what is right. Baby girl will be 
11 months old June 12; nurse her about 
every three hours; have only given her 
a little mush (cook three hours) and a 
good cracker about Ince a day. Please 
advise me if you think she should have 
anything more to eat? Seems perfectly 
well and healthy. Am anxious to take 
off her wool Rubens shirts. One doctor 
says never do this unless I replace it with 
a sleeveless teething band of wool; an- 
other doctor here says the thing to do is 
to let her wear just as little clothes as 
possible, and that she does not need éven 
a gauze, so I just don’t know what to do. 
Please help me out. Anything you might 
say about a baby this age would be ap- 
preciated very, very much.” 

REPLY. 

Tf you are giving plenty of milk, keep the 
baby at the breast until! the last of September. 
If you begin to run short of milk supplement 
the breast by feeding. 

Give orange juice or prune juice, mush, es- 
real, crackers, and toast, finely chopped vege- 
tables such as spinach, grens, carrots, turnips, 
and beets. Begin feeding very slowly and grad- 
ually increase it. The cooler you dress her the 
better. . 


BONE BUNIONS. 

F. B. C. writes: Kindly let me know 
through the health column if you think 
that it is advisable for a man 38 years old 
to have bone bunions of both big toes re- 
moved by operation?

HE Prussian house of Von Blucher 
has beenwo extensively represent- 
ed in the United States, ever since 
the civil war, that the death of its 
chief, old Prince Gebhardt von 
Blucher, great-grandson and chief heir 
of the celebrated Field Marshal Prince 
Blucher of the Napoleonic wars, deserves 
notice. 
The American Bluchers include Count 
Conrad Blucher of the so-called Altona 
line. He lives at Harper's Ferry, Va., 
where he was born, and is a son of the 
late Count Gustav Blucher, who fought 
through the civil war as a major on the 
northern side, and settled down imme- 
diately after the restoration of peace at 
Harper’s Ferry, to marry Miss Medora 
Stipes whose acquaintance he had made 
under romantic circumstances during the 
war. 
Then there are the widow and the twe 
daughters, in New York, of the late Count 
Gebhardt Blucher [of the so-called Fin- 
ken line], who died in the United States 
Soldiers’ home at Washington in May, 
1910. Count Gebhardt Blucher graduated 
from the University of Heidelberg, served 
as an officer of the German army during 
the war of 1870, and was subsequently in 
the civil employ of the Prussian govern- 
ment. In 1877 he came to this country, 
under a cloud, after forfeiting his com- 
mission on the reserve list of the Prus- 
pian army and being disinherited by his 
father. His first wife and his two eldest 
daughters, Margaret and Agnes, re- 
mained behind and were taken charge of 
by relatives, 2 
~~ 
Disappointed in his expectation of se- 
curing a commission in the United States 
army, he ultimately enlisted, and served 
two terms, the first in Battery I of the 
Second artillery, and after that in Bat- 
tery 8 of the same regiment. Until the 
day of his death he drew a pension of 
$10 a month from the United States gov- 


ernment for injuries received while in its 


employ. 

After his discharge he drifted into hos- 
pital nursing, and served as a nurse at 
the Homeopathic -hospital at Washing. 
ton and at the Presbyterian hospital in 


[New York. In 1892, a few months after 


the death of his first wife at Carisruhe, 
in Germany, he married in New York a 
Norwegian woman named Ella Morice, 
by whom he had two daughters, the 
Countess Ingeborg, now 23 years of age, 
and the Countess Ella, now 21. 
The count eventually left his wife and 
children, and drifted about the country, 
earning a pittance here and there by odd 
jobs until he finally landed in the Old 
Soldiers’ home in Washington, where he 
died in 1910. In 1911 his younger daugh- 
ter, Countess Ella, appealed to Justice 
Hoyt of the Children’s court tn New York 
for protection against her mother, com- 
plaining of her treatment by the latter, 
aud asking that she should be judicially 
committed to the wife of Dr. Henry Wahn 
of Eagle avenue, in the Bronx. |

There is still another Countess Blucher 
in America, namely, the Brooklyn widow 
of Count Ferdinand Biucher, a younger 
son of the late prince, and who, after 
leaving his wife, died destitute ina New 
Tork hospital in 1892, and narrowly es- 
ecaped burial in potter’s field. The pres- 
ervation 6f his body from this disposal 
Was due to some patriotic Germans in 
New York, who were horrified at the idea 
of the great-great-grandson of the 
famous Field Marshal Prince Blucher 
being consigned to a pauper’s grave.

The prince purchased it from 
a German bank, which had obtained it 
through the foreclosure of a mortgage, 
and spent much money upon the place, 
his residence standing on the highest 
point of the island. 

He led a species of feudal existence, 
the hundred inhabitants that formed the 
population of Herm -being all in his em- 
ploy. Most of them were Germans, and 
they, like their prineely employ er, were 
Dxpelled, at the beginning of the present 
war, by the British authorities, who 
seized the island and the en with 
all its valuable contents.“

Confronted with the prospect ot being 
interned in England, the prince greatly 
to his disgust, was forced to return to 
Germany, which he had vowed never to 
visit again, and took up his residence on 
his Krieblowitz estate in Silesia, which 
had been bestowed by the grateful Prus- 
sian nation upon old Field Marshal 
Blucher, after the onthe of Napoleon to 
St. Helena. 

The prince is succeeded in his princely 
tithe and entailed estates by his eldest

diane Questions Answered. 


OISON IVI. H. J.: 
spondent writes that she was poli- 
soned by something with which 
she came in contact while in the 
country. Hef hands are covered 

with tiny white blisters, and they smart 
as if burned. She saw several plants 
that seemed to her to be our native Am- 
pelopsis, or American ivy, but a friend 
tells her that she probably mistook the 
poisonous ivy for that vine. 

How can one tell the difference betten 
the two plants if they resemble each other 
so closely? Poison ivy has three-parted 
lea ves, Ampelopsis five-parted ones. The 
ivy seldom grows to more than a foot in 
height, while the other makes a growth 
of several feet in a season. Theivy bears 
greenish white berries in the axil of the 
leaf, but the other’s berries are a dark 
‘blue, on red stems and are not ripened 
until late fall.

Of these are the cream cheeses 
which may be made in so surprisingly 
simple a fashion that I am daily more 
astonished at myself for ever allowing 
one drop of sour cream to. go unutilized. 
The process is even more simple than 
that of making cottage cheese. 

When it is not easy to get good butter 
but easy to get cream the latter may 
easily be made without churning into a 
substitute, of an agreeable sort, for bread 
and crackers and perhaps for other uses. 
This is by pasteurizing the cream before 
it sours. It has a far less cheesy flavor 
than a cheese made of milk which is not 
freshly pasteurized. 

The Recipe. 

Put a piece of umbleached cotton or old
